DEAF MAN NEEDS CLATTER
OF BOILER FACTORY TO HEAR

War Victim Overcomes Handicap When Airplane Motors
Sputter Forth EarSplitting Roars and He
Detects Lowest W hisper

“Pardon me, but will you step into
this boller factory, I can't hear you."

This juvitation might under ordinary
eircumstarces be considered just
grounds for suspicion of its author's
sanity, but it i{s quite another thing
when tendered by James J. A. Moran,
of 1884 Ingersoll street.

James is deaf as a post—with one
exception, Let him get his ear snug-
gled down close agninst the exhaust of
a twelve-cylinder Liberty Motor hitting
on all twelve, and he can hear the
veriest whisper you may utter.

Yes, it is true, too.

James lost his hearing in the war.
He was an expert on motors, and his
job was to test out the big Liberty's
and Rolls-Royce Eoglen that propelled
the combat and observation planes over
the front.

For ten, fifteen and often twenty
hours a day, when the fighting wus
stiff, James would wor in the
hangars, tuning up the big motors, and
listening with cxzpert cur for the
minute sub-svunds that indicate trou-
ble within,

All that time, for four and a half
years at L'Orly-Bor-8eine, his ear-
drums were assaulted continuously by
the roar or the motors, which rivaled
the :hunu themselves in loudness, His
ear became so attuned to catch the
plightest dlssonance  in the flendish
symphony that he could detect inclplent
flaws long before they became danger-
ous, thus saving many lives.

Moran {s not mucii on conversation,
because he cannot hear what one says
when things are quiet, and when things
are not, one cannot hear what he says,

which evens matters up, However, A,
Livingston Allan, chief pilot and gen-
eral manager of the airdrome, who him-
self hoasts a long and varied record In
the American and British air services,
uets as his interpreter.

“Jimmy can hear par!ectl_y well when
the motors are running,’’ ssid Mr,
Allnn. “*Even when your back s turned
to him, he can hear what you say
in the midst of all that racket. But
the moment we cut them off, he becor=ey
deaf ngain.

“‘Sometimes,'' he continued, sulting
the action to the word, ‘'If you put
our mouth to hia ear and shout ns
{oud as you can * * * HEY, JIMMY,
CAN YOU HEAR THIS?"

Jimmy smiled vaguely and shook his
head. e had heard nothing.

“‘Every day I take him up for about
half an hour, on the chance that it will
improve him in some way,' Mr. Allan
sald. *‘Btranger things have happened.
